“THAT IS THE MAN!” 


PAINTER GILMER’S SENSATIONAL TESTI- 
MONY IN THE ANARCHISTS’ TRIAL. 


A Witness Positively Identifies Spies as the 
Man Who Lighted the Fuse Attached to 
the Fatal Bomb—Desperate Efforts of 
Counsel for the Defense to Brow Beat 
the Witness — The Accused Completely 
Broken Down. 


CHICAGO, July 28.—The jurors in the anarch- 
ists’ trial have stillalong siege before them. 
The prosecation, it is understood, will use at 
least all of this week with its evidence; the 
defense will require two weeks, and another 
week will be occupied by the arguments. 
Grinnell, Ingham and Walker will speak for 
the State and four attorneys for the defense. 
Nearly all, perhaps all, of the defendants will 
take the stand in their own behalt. 


TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. : 

The stout bailiff who attends the door in 
Judge 8 court perspired very freely this 
morning, but despite this his face was dark 
and threatening as a storm in midwinter. 
No, you can’t get in, were the words he 
gave utterance to as a stream of red faced, 
perspiring curiosity-seekers made their way 
up-stairs. ‘‘The court room is full already, 
the bailiff would exclaim, and he told the 
truth. Before court opened there was nota 
vacant seat in the room. 

August Heun,a printer in the employof 
Vehre & Klein, corner of Market and Ran- 
dolph streets, was the first witness. He set 
up à portion of the circular calling for the 
Haymarket meeting. He obtained the copy of 
this circular from Mr. Klein and be got it from 


the defendant, Fischer, who came 
to the printing office about 7 
o’clock on the morning of May 4. 


Fischer wrote the German version of the case, 
andthe witness is positive he wrote the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘Workingmen, arm yourselves and 
appear in full force. On cross-examination 
by Capt. Black, the witness said the above 
line was taken out by II o'clock in the fore- 
noon. An expurgated circular was shown the 
witness and he identified it as one printed after 
the line was taken out. 

Do you know who ordered the line taken 
out? Objected to. 

‘*Did you hear any one order it taken out?“ 

No, sir. 

PDid you see it taken out?’’

Were you told not to distribute the circu- 
lar containing this line?“

Hugh Hume, a newspaper reporter, testified 
to interviews he had with Fieldén, Spies 
and Schwab after the riot, but the testimony 
was not vital. 

H. M. Gilmer, a painter, living at 50 North 
Ann street, arrived at the Haymar 
ket at 9:45 o’clock. At the cor- 
ner of Desplaines and Randolph streets 
he saw the wagon occupied by the speakers. 


Fielden was speaking. The witness 
saw some one leave the wagon 
and start toward the alley where 
four or five persons were conversing. 
The witness was at the mouth 


of the alley. At that moment some one cried, 
Here come the police!’’ Then the man who 
had leftthe wagon and joined the parties in 
the alley lit a match, and placing it 
against something held in the nund 
of one of the men in the group a fuse began to 
sizzle, and immediately thereafter the bomb 
wasthrown. The witness was shown the ple- 
ture of Schnaubelt and recognized it as that of 
the man who threw the bomb.

He came here in 
1879. Mr. Foster desired to know 
everything about the history .of the 


man who had givensuch frightful testimony 
aguinst his clients. He asked the witness 
when he learned that a reward had 
been offered for conviction in this 
case. He replied that he was not 
aware that any reward had been offered. The 
witness explained satisfactorily as to nis 
whereabouts. He did not appear atthe Coro- 


ner’s inquest, but did report the facts 
to the police a few days after 
the tragedy, after having told some 


of his friends. He went to the Haymarket for 
a friend who had goue there. He did not note 
particularly what Fielden was saying. 

In conclusion, Mr. Foster asked: And you 
say ia was Spies who left the wagon?’’

Chicago’s Big Blaze—A Ship in Flames— 
Fires Elsewhere. 


CHENOA, Hl., July 28.—A fire broke out 
about midnightin Snyder’s wooden block in 
the rooi of P.B. Groesbeck’s clothing and boot 
and shoe store. The stores of Wm. Gayman, 
groceries and dry goods, and John E. Wight-

Snyder’s brick block oc- 
cupied by Kelly & Co., the Farmers’ Bank, the 
Masonie Hall and Ohi’s drug store was also 
destroyed. The losses will aggregate $75,000; 
partially insured. 


A Ship in Flames, 


NEW Tonk, July 28.—When the French 
steamer Labrador, from Havre, came to 
anchor at Quarantine at 3:15 to-day an officer 
rushed excitedly to the bridge and notified the 


captain that the steamer was a mass cf flames 
below. On consultation with Pilot Watson it 
was deemed best to run the ship ashore, 
which was done on the Long Island shore be- 
low Bay Ridge. No cause was given forthe 
fire. Assistance was promptly at hand and 
the passengers were transferred to a passen- 
ger steamboat. Tugs were also alongside and 
poured rivers of water down into the hold. 
At 7:30 a. m. the fire was under control and 
soon extinguisbhed. The steamer will have to 
discharge her cargo before getting off, as she 
lies well up, having been run ashore on the 
falling tide at about 6a.m. The passengers 
left for the city at about 8 o’clock on the 
steamboat William Fletcher. It is supposed 
that the fire originated in the drying-room. 


A Heavy Loss. 


CARSON City, Mich., July 28.—It is reported 
here that Samuel Fulham’s saw mill and shin- 
gle millat Gowen together with 40,000,000 feet 
of lumber and 10,000,000 shingles burned yes- 
terday; loss, $200,000; insured for $150,000. The 
fire is supposed to have started from a spark 
from the mill. 


THE BOND LOTTERY SCHEME. 


It Is a Repetition of a Swindle Worked 
. Some Time Ago. 

A warrant for fraud was taken out to-day 

against 8. Weiss and Edward Orenstiel, 

the two men arrested by Special Officers 


Frese and Hobbs yesterday in con- 
nection with the Austrian Gov- 
ernment bond scheme. Orenstiel is the 


man who was working the scheme with Weiss, 
and the officers got him about5o’clock last 
evening at Fifth and Elm streets, where the 

had captured Weiss earlierin the day. Bot 

are Austrian Jews and Orenstiel speaks 
no English at all. They attempted 
to slip atelegram out to-day to have it sent 
to Hugo Lederer, New York, but the message 
was intercepted. It was written in 
their native language, and in it they 
requested Lederer to send 
attorney so they could get out. Like Weiss, 
Orenstiel had some of the bonds on him when 
arrested. Lederer, to whom they desired to 
send the telegram, appears to be the head of 
the scheme, as the nds whichare sold on 
monthly payments: are to remain in his 
possession until paid for in 
full. Te Austrian Consul here states that 
a simflar scheme was worked 
in this city a 1 of years ago and several 
people defrauded, 1 them a servant girl, 
who lost 350 of her hard-earned dollars. At 
that time the bonds were more gaudy and 
elaborate than those found on Weiss and 
Orenstiel, having a deep gilt border 
around them. The backof the certificates 
found on the men arrested yesterday are ex- 
act fac-similes of the genuine Austrian docu- 
ments. Inthe warrant they are accused of 
obtaining 8 by fraud from Albert Henry, a 
saloon-keeper on Broadway and Cerre street. 


GRANTED A NEW TRIAL. 


The Case of the Bank of New York Against 
Robert B. Parkes & Co. 


CHICAGO, July 28.—The Appellate Court to- 
day reversed the decision of the Superior 
Court in the case of the Bank of 
the State of New York against 
Robert P. Parkes & Co. The firm 


of Parkes & Co. of New York was organized 
in 1883, to trade in provisions and grain. Their 
Chicago agent was Melville E. Nichols, who 
conducted deals for them on the Board of Trade 
here aggregating $9,000.000. The firm failed 
and was sued by the New York Bank, which 
proceeded also against Nichols, as garnishee, 
claiming that he owed Parkes & Co. a large 
amount of money. When the case was 
tried drafts to the amount of $300,000 
drawn on Parkes 4 Co. by Nichols, were put 
in evidence by the plaintifis, but the Court 
held that they did not prove that Nichols was 
indebted to the firm, the legal presump- 
tion being that when he drew 
on them for money he must 
have had money of his own in their hands.The 
garnishment against Nichols was dismissed. 
Justice Bailey, in thedecision reversing the 
case,said the lawyers were guilty of strange 
negligence in not putting witnesses on the 
stund to testify in regard to the drafts and to 
explain what they meant. In justice to all 
parties, Justice Bailey said a new trial should 
be had. 


BRODIE IN COURT. 


The Ex-Pedestrian Gives Bail and Goes on 
Exhibitionin a Dime Museum. 


NEW YORK, July 28.—Stephen Brodie, the ex- 
newsboy and pedestrian, who jumped from 
the Brooklyn Bridge into the East 
River, on a wager of $100, was ar- 
raigned atthe Tombs Police Court to-day to 


answerto tne char of attempted suicide. 
He was accompanied by his friend Timothy 
Brennan, who was also charged of A an 
accessary before and aiter the fact 
Brodie's counsel moved that the 
charge of attempted suicide be dismissed 
and the Court so ordered. Brennan was then 
discharged from custody. The Court ordered 
the detention of Brodie to answer another 
charge and produced an indictment alleg- 
ing that Brodie obstructed a bridge police 
officer in the discharge of his duty, and was 
also guilty of a misdemeanor in using the 
south roadway of the bridge, in- 
tended for vehicles only, for des- 
trian purposes. The Court held odie 
in $500 bail for examination on Saturday 
next. Ball was furnished by a friend of Bro- 
die's and the latter left in company with the 
proprietor of a dime museum to be placed on 
exhibition with other curiosities. Brodie’s 
wife and three children were in court, besides 
many of his friends in the city.

THE TORY POLICY. 


STRONG OPPOSITION BY LIBERALS AND 
ALL THE PARNELLITES CERTAIN. 


John Dillon on the Policy of Active Re- 
pression — An Alleged Unconstitutional 
Course — Chamberlain Denounced — The 
Riots at Amsterdam — Distress in New- 
foundland—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Loypon, July v8.—Salisbury’s speech at the 
Oariton Club yesterday was intended to bea 
sweetly pacific utterance. The result has been 
to disclose the parliamentary future in all its 
blackness, He announced that there would 
be a brief Queen's speech proposing 
legislation, and then financial business 
would be begun, the House sitting 
until it is finished, however long it 
may take. The Conservatives will adopt the 
extremely unconstitutional course of asking 
Parliament to vate supplies without knowing 
what is the policy of the Government for 
which they vote. This course is certain to be 
strongly opposed by many Liberals and all the 
Parnellitcs ; moreover, John Dillon, speaking at 
the fortnightly meeting of the National League 
at Dublin yesterday, declared that the people 
of Ireland would hold landlords as hostages 
for the behavior of the Conservatives in Par- 
liament. He said ifthe people were to be met 
by a policy of active repression, it would 
compel them in self defense to recommence a 
campaign of the utmost activity against the 
rents of landlords who supported such a sys- 
tem. He would say that the people, under 
such circumstances, would be  justi- 
fed in taking from the landlords 
everything they could possibly take. They 
were not bound morally to put a limit on their 
attacks on the landlords, except their own 
ability. Mr. Maguire of Brooklyn, by the 
way, addressed the meeting on behalf of th’ 
people of the United States.’’This is the first in- 
timation of the policy of the Parnellites. Taken 
in connection with the above-mentioned op- 
position of the Liberals to the proposed un- 
constitutional course, it shows that the fat is 
in the fire again, and all eventualities are pos- 
sible. I have the highest authority for stating 
at this hour (noon) that not a single appoint- 
ment in the new Government has been made.

CHURCHILL ON A BACK SEAT. 

LONDON, July 28.—The Standard thinks that 
the Marquis of Salisbury’s position is a safe 
one as long as Mr. Gladstone leads the oppo- 
sition.

Hicks-Beach occupied a seat at the table near 
the Marquis of Salisbury, Lord Randolph 
Churchill sat in one of the front rows with the

RESCUERS REWARDED. 

The Board oi Trade has awarded a silver cup 
to Capt. Ringk of the North German Lloyd 
steamer Fulda, for his services at the time of 
the sinking of the Cunard Line steamer 
Oregon off Fire Island. Gold medals were 
awarded to Mates Frankee and Seibert, and 
silver medals to the crews who manned 
the boats from the Fulda and who took many 
passengers from the sinking steamer. Pilots 
Sampson, Mitchell and Parker. the pilot- 
boat Phantom were awarded gold medais, 
while the crew of that vessel will receive silver 
ones.

The members of the expedition 
suffered severely from hunger. Of the 230 na- 
tives who accompanied the party fifty-one died 
from disease and starvation, or from wounds 
received in battle.

LOST THEIR WAY. 


Group of Supposed Meteors Seen Last Night 
in the Eastern Sky. 


Those who spent the hour between II o’clock 
and midnight last night in star-gazing ob- 
served an unusual sight just above the eastern 
horizon. It was in the shape of a heavenly 
body about the size of a small 
orange, in close proximity to another 
and a smaller one, the two connected 


by a wide band of light. The whole formed 
an elongated object, occupying an apparent 
span of about a foot long lu the sky. Its color 


at st was of a bright red, al- 
most blood color, caused, no doubt, 
by its low elevation above the 


line of the horizon. It was plainly vis 
ible for a full hour, and underwent some 
tartling changes within that time. When 
rst observed at 11 o’clock it was 
quite large and was endowed witb an Irregular 
motion, the tail, as it were, veering around 
like a weathercock while the big, round héad 
remained stationary. Instead of rising, as did 
the stars, the object, whatever it was, 
seemed to sink toward the east by slow de- 
grees. Its brilliancy and distinctness were 
sustained until the hour of midnight. when 
suddenly there urose a disturbance in 
the strange combination and its light 
was reduced to about half its 
former intensity. The change was rapid, as 
rapid asif the larger body had burst, and 
within a few seconds after this commotion 
was observed, the celestial visitor sank 
quickly and cisappeared altogether. 

The phenomenon was seen by several peo- 
ple and was a puzzle to many. Its appear- 
ance no doubt can be explained bythe fact 


that the present time of the year is 
that at which the earth, in 
its orbit around the sun, passes 
through a hypvthetical ring of meteors 


from which are thrown off occasional soli- 
taires, which are consumed in their flight 
toward the earth or the moon. The phenom- 
enon seen last night, juduing by its size, must 
have been a number of these aimlessly wan- 
dering stones, unusually large or extremely 
close to the earth.

FIGHTING IN COURT. 


THE PROPOSITION OF THOMSON’S BONDS- 
MEN CAUSES A HEATED DISCUSSION. 


The Attorney for the Stockholders Opposes 
the Settlement — Favored Strongly by 
Creditors and Their Attorneys—The De- 
cision of the Question Deferred—Orders 
of Court—Work of the Stockholders’ 
Committee—Receiver Thompson Talks. 


Judge Lubke faced an array of seer-suck- 
ered attorneys this afternoon in Judge Dillon’s 
court, when the affairs of the bro- 
ken Provident Bank were brought 
up. They represented themselves 
as wellas depositors and creditors of the bank, 
and as every one knows, when an attorney 
happens to be directly concerned ina failure he 
makes music for the persons in charge of the 
estate. The stockholders were represented 
in Court by Herman A. Haeussler and his im- 
passioned utterances imparted a warm inter- 
est to the proceedings. 

Judge Adams, representing the receiver, 
who was not present, said that he desired first 
to call the attention of the Court to the petition 
of the receiver containing a proposition look- 
ing to settlement with the sureties on the 
bonds of the defaulting cashier. The particu- 
lars of that proposition have already been 
published in thePost-DisPaTCH and widely dis- 
cussed. There were two bonds executed by the 


absconding cashier, one of $30,000 to the Prov- 
ident Savings Institution, with k. M. Scruggs 
and Almond Thomson as sureties, and one of 
12 to the Provident Bank, with Wm. 

1. Thompson, Carlos S. Greeley, Almon 
Thomson and R. M. Scruggs as sureties. A 
portion of the cashier's deficiency related to a 
note for $8,500, of date October 18, 
1885, given to the bank and 

urporting to be secured by a certificate for 
100 shares of the Crystal Plate Glass Company, 
whereas, in fact, the certificate was 
raised from one to one hundred, and 
in fact, there was only one share. On the 29th 
of September. 1885, the cashier borrowed 
315,000, for which were pledged 
seveuty shares of the Provident Bank, 
thirty shares of the Silvering and Ornamental 
Piate Glass Company, and a fraudulent cer- 
tificate of fifty shares of the Provident Bank. 
It was clear that there had been an 
embezzlement of $13,500 or a misappropriation 
in that sum. It was true that the 
cashier had taken $15,000 which he 
was not entitled to and therefore the 
liability of the sureties on the second bond 
was clearly shown to be $28,500. On the first 
bond it had been shown that the 
sureties were liable to the extent 
of $20,000, for prior to the transfer from the 
Provident Savings Institution to the Prov- 
ident Bank the cashier had exe- 
cuted his own draft, indorsed by 
himself, in that sum. It was 
roposed to pay the full amount of the second 
ond, $30 006, and $20,000 on the first bond 
on ‘condition that the bonds and 
the securities of the defaulting cashier be 
turned over. The receiver, of course, could 
not collect more than the penalty 
ot these bonds. The attorney 
for the receiver had not heard 
of a dissentient on the part of a depositor to 
the settlement proposed and its aceeptance 
would do away with long and costly litigation 
to recover on the bonds. 

Mr. Haeussler rose to his feet and said that 
he represented himself as a stockholder and 
would enter an objection to any such 
settlement. The stockholders held the 
bag in this matter, and they were most directly 
concerned. He contended thatthe receiver was 
not the proper person to have 
presented the matter to the 
Court, for he was directly interested himself. 
He, Mr. Haeussler, disputed the proposition 
that the sureties were not liable for more than 
the amouut of the tirst bond. There 
had been false entries on the books and mal- 
feasance in office connected with the 
absconding cashier’s operations. If 
Mr. Scruggs wanted to show a liberal 
spirit let him come forward and pay off the 
notes at once, and let the remaining questions 
of liability on the cashier’s bond stand. There 
was no danger in delay in that regard 
for the swreties were perfectly good for 
recovery of the full amount of both bonds. 
Such a question as this compromise should 
be referred in ahy case. The Court, 
could not act until the information of the 
bank’s affairs was before it in tangible shape. 
There had been no inventory filed and there 
was a grave question whether the whole 
proceeding leading to the appointment ofa 
receiyer was proper, or whether it could 
stand. The stockholders had not been con- 
sulted. A committee of § stockholders 
had just been given access to the books, but 
they had not time to fully examine the 
bank’s condition. There was good 
sense in delaying the filing of 
the inventory. Its publication might lead 
to delay and difficulty in collecting some of 

the assets promptly and it would seriously 
impair the credit of some of the 
debtors to the bank. There wus 
no immediate hurry about the bonds. 
Let the matter stand until the stockholders 
had completed the examination, anyhow. The 
sureties were not likely to become insolvent. 

The Court said that the important question 
was the extent of the liability on the first bond. 
It would be necessary to xssure the Court by 
some method thatthe liability could not ex- 
ceed $20,000 before the receiver’s petition in 
that regard could be considered. 

Mr. Ralston said that he represented 
Smith P. Galt, a depositor for $17,000. 
Mr. Galt approved of the proposition and 
hoped that it would be accepted. It would 
avoid the delayof suing on the bonds and 
— waste of the estate in attorneys’ 

ees. 

Mr. H. D. Wood, representing several 
depositors, hoped that the proposition 
would be accepted. The receiver was 
the only man who could present the matter 
tothe Court. It amounted to an offer of five- 
sixths of the penalty on both bonds. 
Conceding a loss of $10,000 by the 
arrangement, it was yet beneficial 
for years of litigation would be avoided. and 
the interest alone would amount to $3,000 per 
annum if the cases slept in the courts. 

Mr. Chas. Nagel, representing creditors of 
the bank, said that they desired the accept- 
ance of the S and wanted no delay. 
They hoped, moreover, that the receiver 
would continue to administer the assets 
in the same = spirit. He should be 
permitted to continue the good work without 
any annoyance or interference from various 
Parties who lacked the receiver’s judgment 
and there was little doubt that the depositors 
would get all their money out, 

Mr. W. B. Homer said that he favored the 
proposed settlement. As to the liability on the 
second bond,as he understood it, the bank 
stock would remain in the hands of the re- 
a 

Mr. Delano said that representing depos- 
tors he thought the proposition should. be 
accepted. n the case of the Third 
National Bank teller, Owen, the 
litigation against the bondsmen was still Ko- 
ing on before a referee, years and years 
after the sentence of the offender. 
Mr. McUann thought that the proposition 
should be accepted, although he believed it 
proper to have the matter referred. The can- 
cellation of the bonds does not release the 
cashier, but only his bondsmen. 

Mr. Joy favored the compromise. The col- 
laterals, if forged, cannot be recovered u on, 
and there was no release as to the absconder.

THE STOCKHOLDERS’ COMMITTEE. 

At2o’clock this afternoon the committee 
appointed at the meeting of the stockhold- 
ers of the Provident Savings Bank re- 
sumed the investigation of the books 
ih company with Receiver Thompson. 
As far as they have progressed 
the showing is very satisfactory. One 
member of the committee stated that the bills 
receivable are all good in the judgment of 
the committee. The real estate security 
was found to be very moder- 
ately valued and is good for 
the amount counted on. The assets appear to 
be good as far as examined, viz.: to the 
amount of $600 ,000. This, how- 
ever, does not include the Anchor 
Milling Company loan of $150,000. Oonsiderable 
worthless paper which was probably taken in 
by the absconding cashier on his own respon- 
sibility was found. Among the suspended bilis 
were some handed down by previous boards. 
To-day attention was principally devoted to 
the exchange maturing account, which 
amounts to 5170, 000. It seems, however, 
that the resuit of the investigation will 
be of little importance. Only 315 shares 
of the bank stock was represented at the 
meeting, which authorized the committee to 
proceed with the investigation. Between a half 
a dozen persons a greater numberof shares 
than was represented at the meeting is held. 
There appears to be no interest taken by 
the majority of the stockholders’ in 
this movement to wind up the 
affairs of the bank. The committee will re- 
port back tothe meeting of stockholders as 
soon as some definite conclusion is reached as 
to the assets and liabilities of the defunct 
bank. 

MR. THOMPSON, 

the receiver of the Provident Bank, was seen 
to-day by a reporter of the POsST-DISPATCH 
and asked regarding the examination of the 
asacts made by the committee of the stock- 
holders. 

Jes, they looked over some of the assets, 
but it is impossible to examine the assets ofa 
bunk in two or three hours. They will resume 
their work this atternoon.’’

A DARK-LANTERN DODGE, TO SPLIT THE 
DEMOCRATIC VOTE. 


The Knights of Labor to Be Used as a 
Club to Beat Glover with — McGarry’s 
Queer Indorsement— The Lancaster- 
Harrigan Difficulty—Bill Swift’s Sudden 
Conversion—Gossip. 


An announcement of mysterious origin was 
madeafew days ago to the effect that the 
Knights of Labor would put up a candidate 
for Congress in the Ninth District. The im- 
portance ofthis proposed move became evi- 
dent at once. It has been discussed exten- 
sively in political circles, and conceded to 
mean the election of a Republican Con- 
gressman if the plan is success- 
fully carried out. Congressman Glover, 
who expects to succeed himself, was 
of course the most deeply interested 
man on the Democratic side of the House. A 
well-informed gentleman, who has kept Con- 
gressman Glover posted on local matters af- 
fecting his interests in the district, began an 
investigation into thé report. He ascertained 
that it first gained publicity through pubiica- 
tionina morning paper, towhich thé news 
had been sent in the form of an anonymous 
communication. Further than this he failed 


to trace it. 

Since the publication referred to, several 
of the local Knights of Labor have 
developed a fund of political infor- 
mation and statistics which they were 
never supposed to have had. Statistical in- 
formation is not usually the subject of dis- 
cussion across the forge or between the anvil 


taps. A more remarkable fact stillis that the 
statistical information so readily offered to 
listeners by the Knights is confined to the 
Ninth Congressional District affairs. This and 
other facts led to the conclusion that the 
Knights bad been primed with the facts and 
figures by some one who had more time to 
gather them than a Knight of Labor who even 
enjoyed all the blessings of the eight-hour 
system. 

It is now very generally understood that the 
proposed candidacy is a scheme concocted b 
u set of tricky, disgruntied Democrats to han 
the district over to the Republicans, rather 
than see the present promises fulfilled.

Toundermine him at this 
point is accordingly the dernier resort of the 
wily Lancastrian forces.

McGarry, who has been named as the Knight 
of Labor candidate for Congressin the Eighth 
District, was seen last evening and asked what 
truth there was in his rumored candidacy.

Agentleman who held an inter- 
view with the master workman of a local 
Knight of Labor ne ieee last night at 
Schnaider’s Garden informed a POST- DISPATCH 
reporter this morning that McGarry 
had been indorsed by only one assembly 
and not by the Knights of the district. ‘‘I was 
told,’’ he said, ‘‘that Mac’s candidacy was 
looked upon as a joke by the assemblies with 
which Mac is not connected. It is well known 
that the Knights will not havea candidate in 
the fleld and very few Knights would be called 
upon to vote for MoGarry should he run.“ 

Chairman Nolan of Assembly No. 3,650 states 
that he did not oe atany meeting at which 
Mr. McGarry Was nominated for Congress. 
He did not attend any such wmeet- 
ing on last Saturday, and entirely 
disclaims any knowledge of the action at- 
tributed to the meeting by those who put 
MoGarry in nomination through rumor and 
the anonymous communication. 

A FACTION FIGHT. 

A short time ago the Post-DisPatcn pub- 
lished the details of alittle unpleasantness at 
ameeting of the Hendricks Association be- 
tween Maj.

A SUBURBAN QUARREL. 


THE BLEWETT-ELMS FIGHT AT WOODLAND 
IN COURT. 


A Two-Days Trial at Clayton of Two St. 
Louis School Principals for Beating a 
Hair Dealer—Testimony that Rankled 
Eight Years—A Free Fight and What 
Came of It—Justice Bradford’s Queer Way 
of Settling a Hung Jury. 


This morning just as Sol was washing out 
the corners of his eyes and wondering why in 
the name of his patron saint the cham- 
bermaid insisted on leaving him ragged 
towels, two horsemen might have been 
seen wearily riding into the city over 
the macadam on Clayton road. One 
was Jay L. Torrey, and the other was 
John Robinson, the stenographer, minus 
his button-hole bouquet. They were return- 
ing from atwo days trial of an assault and 
battery case at Clayton, and having lent the 
light of their countenances till the conclusion. 
of the proceedings they were in search of more 
metropolitan entertainment for man and beast 
than the hostelries of St. Louis County’s capi- 
tal could furnish. The trial they had attended 
was The State of Missouri vs. Scott and Ben 
Blewett, in which the defendants were 
charged with having assaulted and battered 
James C. Elms, a hair dealer, doing business 


on Fourth street opposite Union Murket. The 
Blewetts and Eims live at Woodland, a de- 
lightful suburb on the Frisco Kailroad, where 
everyone knows everybody—his personalty, 
ancestors, progeny and skeletons. 
In this intimate relationship the Blewetts 
and Elms did not harmonize. To rightly 
understand the cause of this some study of 
ancient history is essential. 

EIGHT YEARS AGO 

Scott Blewett was called as a witnessina suit 
brought by Elms to eject a tenant who was 
behindhand with therent money. Thgre had 
been an election a month or two ptevious 
to decide whether the County Capital shouid 
be at Jennings Station or Clayton, and Elms 
voted. Thetenanttold Elms that he would 
not dare eject him, as he (the tenant) knew he 
(Elms) voted in spite of the fact that he (Elms 
again) had not been naturalized. Pressed 
for his authority on that state- 
ment the tenant said he had been told the fact 
by Prof. Blewett. Elms met Prof. Blewett a 
few days later and asked for a confirmation of 
the story, which was given. The hair 
dealer then called the professor a liar. 
Smarting under this indignity offered his 
tather, Scott Blewett on the stand in the evic- 
tion case, testified that not one of Elm's 
neighbors would believe him on oath. This 
testimony rankled in Kims’ brain until May 
8, 1886, when he met the brothers, Scott and 
Ben Blewett, their guest Chas. 
E. Barney of Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney, 
and Willie Hord going tothe train. As he ap- 
roached the Blewetts, Elms said to Scott that 
e would have to make a public retraction of 
the statement made on the . witness 
stand eight years previous. After this 
point the testimony of witnesses varies, but it 
appears certain that Elms was treated very 
roughly. His wounds were dressed when he 
came tothe city. Heswore out warrants at 
Clayton charging the four men of 
the Blewett party mentioned with 
assault, On the cases coming to trial a sev- 
erance was had as to Barney and Hord. The 
brothers Blewett stood trial together. The as- 
salt was committed within sight of the win- 
dows of Elms’ house and his wife and 
daughter saw it. They were among his wit- 
nesses. 

THE CASE WAS WARMLY CONTESTED, 

and it being charged that Jay L. Torrey had 
advised the Blewetts to commit violence, he 
was placed on the stand. He said the gen- 
tlemen had come to him for advice; 
he ‘went to see Elms with refer- 
ence to threats made and became 
convinced that Elms intended some violence. 
The latter said, ‘‘Uniess Scott Blewett makes 
a public retraction he or I will bite the dust. 
On that Mr. Torrey told the Blewetts they 
would have to protect themselves; the law did 
not provide an adequate remedy. 

The jury was out about three-quarters of an 
hour after the case was given them last night 
and the parties began to fear that a verdict 
would not be reached. They said a verdict of 
one kind or another ought to be given. 
They did not want another tri nor 
did they care to wait long. On this Justice 
Giles Bradford, before whom the case was 
being tried, went into the jury-room. 
He found the vote was four for convic- 
tion and two for acquittal. He told the 
jury that the parties had agreed among them- 
selves and wanted a verdict—they did not care 
what it was. On this the jury came into the 
court-room at 12:30 o’clock this morning, and 
the foreman said their verdict was for convic- 
tion in the case of Seott Blewett, assess- 
ing a fine of $1 and costs, and acquittedin the 
case of Ben Blewett. The jury was polled. 
Four said that was their verdict. Two said 
it was not theirs. They had been told 
the parties had compromised their quarrel. 
On that the j had resolved to return the 
verdict read by the foreman. But they—the 
two—would not agreé to it it they were kept 
in confinement for two years. In this turn of 
the Justice was forced to dischar 
the jury and another trial will 
be had. The case has assumed 
alarming proportions at Woodland, where 
every man is either a Blewett or an Elms. The 
first party are the most numerous. Scott 
Blewett is Principal of Stoddard School in the 
city, and Ben Blewett is Principal of Divoll 
School. Their father is connected with a 
suburban seminary.

The Agricuitural Department of India has 
issued a memorandum giving a final and close 
estitnate as possible for the wheat acreage and 
yield for 188-6. The acreage for the year was 
835,000 acres less than that of 1884-5, and the 
yield 24,528,000 bu less, but the acreage and 

jeld of 1884-5 was an exceptionally heavy one. 
The total yield was 288,922,000 bu. The average 
yield in past years has been 266 ,373,000 bu, so 
that the present yield is 22,549,000.bu above an 
average. This report states that the extension 
of the railroad system is at once greatly 
extending the field of wheat cul- 
tivation in India. The completion of 
the Mahratta Railway will largely increase 
the production of the Bombay Presidency, 
while as regards the central provinces it is 
stated that much of the wheat-producing area 
lies at present beyond the reach of railways, 
and that the only check to production over a 
large area of fertile soil is the existing diffi- 
culty of carriage. — The amount of wheat and 
flour on passage to the United Kingdom has 
decreased 1,040,000 bus and to the Continent 
increased 80,000 bu, making a total de- 
crease in ocean wheat of 960 , 000 
bu; the amount of corn headed for 
Europe increased 680,000 bu.— Taking into 
consideration last week’s imports, the ship- 
ments to the United Kingdom of wheatand 
flour from all countries were less than 1,700,- 
000 bu, and nearly all of this came from Atlan- 
tic ports in this country.——The stocks of 
wheat and flour in bushels in the United King- 


dom on July 1, 1886, were 20,658,060 
bu, or 1,154,000 bu larger than three 
months earlier, 4,417,395 bu smaller than 


six months earlier on January 1, and but 
76,400 bu less than a yearago on July 1. 1885. 
— . J. Tew, a miller of Rushford, Minn., 
writes Mauntel, Borgess & Co., that wheat 
harvesting is under way, and from a third to 
half cutin that section.

HASTY LEGISLATION 

It is announced that President CLEVE- 
LAND will not be present. in the Capitol 
with his Cabinet to hastily examine and 
sign the bills rushed through in the last 
hours of the session, and that on the con- 
trary he proposes to thoroughly examine 
every bill before approving it, if he thus 
keeps Congress in session all summer. 
This does not necessarily imply another 
avalanche of veto literature, but it plainly 
means that Mr. CLEVELAND intends to 
work the veto power for all it is worth, 
and to make the exercise of his legislative 
authority the principal feature of his ad- 
ministration. 

An inviting field of usefulness opens out 
before him in this direction if he can en- 
dure the labor of grappling with the de- 
tails and studying the bearings and con- 
nections of all the bills presented for his 
signature. Onlya few of the principal 
measures are really considered by the 
mass of Congressmen. The rest are passed 
upon the reports of committees or at the 
request of colleagues by members who 
have personally given the subject matter 
no thought or investigation. It is as scan- 
dalous as it is notorious that a very large 
proportion of the most important legis- 
lation is reserved to the last hours of the 
session, and that in crowding it through, 
while members are scattering, numerous 
bills that have not been considered at all 
are put through in the hurly-burly by one 
device or another. 

It was chiefly as a check upon this sort 
of legisiation that the veto power was 
entrusted to the President, and it will 
amount to no check atallif he is to attend 
during the last hours of the session and 
sign or veto as trusted advisers may 
recommend, without personally examin- 
ing the bills presented. Moreover, it is 
about time to teach Congress that three- 
fourths of the business of a seven months’ 
session cannot be properly done in the 
last week, and that members who have 
kept both houses in session so long can 
afford to remain as much longer as may 
be necessary to give the President a 
chance to discharge his legislative duty 
carefully and conscientiously.

Statement of R. D. LANC#STER, Esq., made 
before WILLIAM H. BLIss, Esq., United States 
Attorney for the Eastern District of Missouri, 
on the 9th day of June, 1886, In relation to the 
charges preferred against said LANCASTER by 
Hon. JOHN M. GLOVER.

THE TURY DEGENERATING. | 


Race Associations Blamed for Giving so Few 
Long Races. 


Is the American turf degenerating? says an 
Eastern writer. This is a serious question. 
That it is being used almost entirely asa 
gambling scheme is pretty certain. Racing 
associations have been blamed for not giving 
a greater number of long-distance races. 
There is no use giving them, however, as they 
do not fill. A four-mile heat race like the 


reat Long Island Stakes always attracted a 
big crowd and was the feature of the winding- 
up day ut Sheepshead Bay. It was one of the 
big stakes. Aftera year ortwo it was appar- 
ent that owners would not enter good horses 
in it. They would not enter their best 
horses for it, simply because they would 
not subject them such a sévere 


test. The prejudice of owners against enter- 
ing their horses in long-distance races is 
growing greater and greater every year. ‘They 


say that they would ratherrun their horses a 
dozen dashes of three-quarters of a mile than 
one long race. The opportunities afforded of 
running their horses day after day are the 
cause ofthis. Many of the 3-year-old stakes 
are 1142 miles and some over it: yet just as sure 
as thore is an over-night handicap at anything 
over 1% miles ittailsto fill. This state of af- 
fairs has been demonstrated at Monmouth 
Park several times this season. The fourth 
race there on Saturday was originally intended 
to be a handicap at 1 3-16 miles, but it had to be 
changed to a handicap at 1% miles to suit the 
owners of race-horses. Though many lovers 
and foliowers of the turf have gone to Sar:- 
toga, so many are the followers of the sport 
of kings’’ that they are not missed from Mon- 
mouth. Fifteen bookmakers have changed 
their base of operations from Monmouth Park 
to Saratoga, but so many of them remain that 
those who have gone are not missed either. 
James E. Kelly, one of the old stand-bys of 
the pencilers’ fraternity who lost money in 
the beginning of the season, as he said, has 
temporarily quit the business and gone to 


Europe. Despite his absence he is still inter- 
ested in books. He has many trusted em- 
ployes. They have gone to Saratoga and have 


charge of the mutuals there.

LIVED IN GRAND STYLE. 


PIERSON, THE AMERICAN BAPTIST PUB- 
LISHING SOCIETY’S CASHIER. 


An Acciddéht Leads to the Discovery of the 
Shortage — Parning a small Salary, but 
Investing Largely in Real Estate—Pier- 
s0n’s Accomplice Confesses. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPAtcn. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 28.—The American Bap- 
tist Publishing Society will meet to-day and 
will make formal announcement of the em- 
bezziement of many thousands of dollars of 
the. Society’s funds by William P. Pierson, 
head book-keeper. Pierson has been con- 
nected with the Society for more than twenty 
years, having begun as a boy and worked bim- 
self up. His books were never audited — 
in @ merely perfunctury manner, as the slight- 
est suspicion was never fastened upon him. 
In May last, while driving in the park, he was 
thrown from his carriage and broke a leg. 
As the end of the fiscal year was 
approaching the Board decided to 
hire an expert accountant to make the annual 
financial statement. John Heins was em- 
ployed todothe work. He had been at the 
books only halt an hour when he reported to 
the treasurer that something was wrong with 
the accounts. He was told that it was impos- 
sible. Mr. Heins went to work again and ina 
few days reported that $5,000 was missing and 
could not be accounted for except on the 
score of embezzlement. He was told to say 
nothing, finish his work and make a report. 
This was done some days ago, and the total 
deficit footed up $30,000. 


THIS CAUSED GREAT CONSTERNATION 
in the Board, and a thorough investigation 
was ordered. The assistant book-keeper, 
who had been kept under surveillance since 
the deficit was first discovered, was brought 
before the Board, and alter trying to conceal 
his guilt finally admitted that he was an ac- 
complice of Pierson, and offered to tell the 
whole story, refund whut money he had, show 
where Pierson’s money was invested and ex- 
plain all details if he would not be prosecuted. 
The Board accepted his offer. Pierson, who 
was in bed, was easily induced to give up what 
property he had, which, with what the as- 
sistant turned over, amounted to about 
$5,000, leaving a net deficit of $25,000. 
Pierson was arrested on a warrant on Monday, 
but as he was unable to leave tne house an 
ofticer took 1 of the premises. The 
affair caused a big sensation, as Pierson was 
well known anda highly respected member of 
the Baptist Church. A member‘of the Board 
said yesterday there was not the slightest ex- 
cuse for his stealing. He had always received 
a good salary, and, 80 far us known, had 
never been in any trouble where so large a 
sum of money was necessary. Pierson is 
about 35 years old and has a second wife and 
one daughter, the child of his first wife. He 
was a very high liver. His house was fur 
nished elegantly, he entertained handsomely, 
gave liberally and was looked upon us aman 
of considerabie means. He owned a horse 
and carriuge and wasinthe habit of driving 
out nearly every evening. Mr. Pierson was 
seen at his residence late this evening. He 
was lying in bed and looked very emaciated. 
HE WAS MUCH EXCITED. 

He said: ‘‘I have done many injudicious 
things, but never a dishonest one. I was 
working like a slave fora small salary, and 
about four years ago I began to took around 
for some means of increasing myincome. I 
conciuded to go into stock speculation, and 
got some good points from a broker which en- 
abled me to make some money. Then my as- 
sistantand 1 went in together. Sometimes we 
made and often we lost. When we were 
ahead we would invest in real estate, but 
when we ran behind we would always draw on 
the association to make good our margins. 
About May Il we counted upand found we 
would have enough to pay off all due the so- 
ciety by the middie of the month, provided a 
few of our latest ventures proved successful. 
Gn the 7th of MayI was hurt and in conse- 
quence of not being able to attend to business 
our investments were not successful. I have 
turned over to the society cash, real estate 
and securities which I value at about $17,000. 
The total deficit can’t be over $30,000. Ido not 
think it is much over $20,000. I have restored 
more than my half, but as we were partners 1 
consider myself liable for the whole. I have 
even given the furniture of this house and own 
nothing but my clothes. I don’t know what 
my accomplice has done except that he ap- 
pears to be trying to Make a scapegoat of me.

THE GREELY EXPEDITION. 


Sergt. D. L. Brainard Contributes His De- 
nial to the Connell Charges.

Brainard said 
that Connell was almost a dead weight 
in the expedition and deserves no 
public. honor. In the terrible final 
scenes of destitution he was one of the 
strongest men i but did little ot the 
work of gathering what little food the country 
afforded. He was pugnacious, irascible and 
ambitious, but of no particular ability. The 
Sergeant said that there were two or three 
2 he would like to speak of specially.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 28.—The Post, this 
morning, says: ‘‘Representative Glover of 
Missouri, whose family has long been inti- 
mately connected with Gen. Hancock’s, has 


learned that the War Department has 
never done the proper thing by 
the General in regard to the ex- 
penses incurred by him in entertaining the 
French officers who, as the guests of this 
Government, participated in the centennial 
celebration in 1881 of the surrender of the Eu- 
glish to the combined French and American 
forces at Yorktown, under direct instructions

Glover says Gen. ancock entertaincd 
these guests. He paid out his own 


money and has never been reimbursed by the 
War Department. He was paid a trifle, just 
enough to acknowledge the legitimacy of the 
claim, but the bulk of what the General ex- 
pended, about $2,500, has never been 
repaid. These facts have recently been 
ressed upon Representative Glover by some 
t. Louis friends, who are also well acquainted 
with the Hancock family. Gen. Hancock left 
no wealth behind him, and Mr. Glover wants 
this money paid to the widow. Instead of 


introducing in Congress a bili of re- 
lief, which is a shape he did 
not wish to make the case assume, 


he drafted a resolution asking for the appoint- 
mentofa special committee of three to in- 
uire into the matter and report back to the 
ouse upon the claim. The resolution is now 
under consideration by the Committee on 
and a committee will proba- 
biy be appointed by the Speaker 
before Congress adjourns. Representative 
Glover’s father, who was a distinguished law- 
yer, and Gen. Hancock were close personal 
friends for many years. It was asserted, and 
is still believed by many, that Mr. Glover, Sr., 
wrote the celebrated letter which Hancock, 
during the reconstruction period, ad 
dressed to Pease, the carpet-bag Gov- 
ernor of Texas, advocating the supremucy 
of civillaw over the military. But the asser- 
tion was false and the belief is wrong. ‘‘I 
know,’’ said Representative Glover, to a 
POST- DISPATCH reporter, yesterday, that my 
father did not write that letter. He told meso 
himself, and in the same wayI know thatthe 
letter was written by Gen. Hancock himseif.’’

A BIG LOCK-OU0UT. 


The Brickmakers and Bosses of Verplanck 
at Loggerheads. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New York, July 28.—A lock-out in eleven of 
the thirteen brickyards at Verplanck yester- 
day morning put nearly 900 hands out of work. 
This meant that the slender income of that 
community has fallen off $1,000 and will on- 
tinue to be withheld at that rate per day until 
a better understanding shall be reached than 


has lately prevailed between the bosses and 
the ioe n the surface the trouble has come 
from an attempt to secure and maintain better 
wages. The men saf that is the main trouble, 
but that other reasons helped to bring on the 
resent situation. As the result of long agi- 
ation tne bosses and men made an agreement 
on April 27 by which the making ot 21,000 brick 
was to constitute a day's work. 
The men were to quit work at 
4 o’clock Saturdays. They were to receive 
their wages every two weeks and to spend 
them to suit themselves and where they 
pleased, and they were to be paid an advance 
of 12½ cents per day. As the bosses own 
stores there on which they were in the habit 
ot giving store orders for goods to the men in 
lieu of wages, and as a day's work before that 
had meant all that every one could do between 
dawn and dark, the agreement promised re- 
lief. to the men in the way of labor and the 
happy prospect to those of them who ran the 
brick-machines of making as much as $l2a° 
week. Other workmen, less skilled, and boys 
earned from 60 cents to $1.50 a day. With the

Matters had thus reached such & pass 
that it became a question whether the bosses 
or the men were running the business, and the 
bosses decided to put it toatest by a decisive 
step.

Dis- 
tinguished counsel were engaged and the deed 
was attacked vigorously. The fight was pro- 
tracted and the case went to the Court of Ap- 
peals finally, and was there determined in 
favor of young Williams. Having defeated 
Williams, pere, in his efforts to absorb the 
oung man’s estate, the wife thought the 
1usband should make asettliement for her 
and ‘‘baby’s’’ benefit, and so persuaded her 
husband. Fora while the trustee paid a por- 
tion of the income to the husband and 4 por- 
tion to the wife. Butfinallythe wife claimed 
all and the trustee refused to give the husband 
any and boldly referred to the deed of trust 
for his authority. The husband examined the 
deed and found that he had signed away 
ALL CONTROL OF HIS PROPERTY 
and had cast himself entirely on the cold dis- 
cretion of a corporation as to whether he 
should live or starve. He had covenanted to 
find no fauit with said corporation, no matter 
whether it permitted him to starve slowly or 
at once. Upon application to the corporation 
for an allowance, he was coolly referred to his 
wife to whom the trustee was paying the entire 
income. The wife has thus practically become 
mistress of her husband’s estate. He now 
comes into court by W. M. Buzy, his attorney, 
und files a bill of complaint alleging that he 
has been defrauded by his wife and asking 
that said deed be set aside and that he be re- 
stored to his former rights. 
Mr. Williams is now at Lake Shore Beach, 
N. J., with his wife and child and is having as 
goodatime asaman can have whose wife 
holds the purse strings and, as he alleges, will 
not even allow him enough money to get 
shaved. The present bill filed by young Will- 
iams alleges that the income from his estate is 
about $15,000 per annum. The deed of trust 
provides that if the plaintiff dies, leaving no 
children, the whole estate shall go to the wife 
while living, and if dead, to her heirs. The 
bill then charges that the execution of said 
deed was procured from him by fraud and de- 
ceit of bis wife and the control of his estate for 
her own benefit, and to thatend she had the 
deed of trustingeniously framed and so en- 
culbered as to be unintelligible. The famlly 
of which Williams is a member is one of the 
oldest and most influential in this city.
